Democratic Papers vs. George R. McKee. 

The course of the Democratic papers towards 
George R. McKee would puzzle any one who 
is not acquainted with the tactics they uniformly 
adopt towards their political opponents. Some 
of these papers content themselves with pouring 
forth low slang and with wholesale villification 
of him on account of his personal appearance, 
and the many Kcnluckyisms which exhibit them 
i-c!vcs in Ml pronunciation; some abuse him on 
account of hi* eloquence, and even while calling 
him a Fourth of July orator, declare that tiiev 
won't vote for Rcvill if he can't speak better 
than McKee; others say that he is not qualified, 
and say so even while giving as a proof of Rev 
ill's qualifications that he has been a County 
Court Clerk for ft number of years, when George 
R. McKee has equally as reliable proofs of his 
qualification? in the fict that he was raised in a 
Circuit Court Clerk's office and served as a deputv 
fully as !oii-_' ftft Revill ever acted as Clerk; another 
paper, the Lexington Statesman, declares that the 
issue is upon a question of exclusively national 
politics — the unconditional admission of Kansas 
under the Lecompton Constitution; other papers 
have gone back and searched among the rubbish 
of legislation forgotten years ago, and from it 
have sought to rake up charges by which they 
mijrht injure McKee; but failing to find any- 
thing they have resorted to garbling and the 
grossest misrepresentation to effect their villain 
ous purposes. We have already exposed the 
calumny connected with the Public Printing, and 
the Shelby News has recently laid bare another 
slander. But the charge which is being most 
harped upon at present is that George R. McKee 
is now opposed to the system of common schools 
We understand this to be the position deliberate 
ly taken by his detractors. To sustain themselves 
in this misrepresentation of Mr. McKee's views 
on this subject, they ci'.e as proof a resolution 
introduced by him in the House of Representa 
lives in 1*42, as a substitute for a bill originating 
in the Senate, repealing an act to establish a 
system of common school* in Kentucky. 

Now, we are unable to see how this charge, 
evtn if it were true, should have any effect upon 
the election for Clerk of the Court of Appeals 
Ignoring the correct portion, that partisan poli- 
tics should never be introduced into an election 
for such an office, which has nothing to do with 
politics of any kind, we are yet unable to see 
how an extinct and exploded issue can be right 
ly introduced in this canvass. Admitting the 
position of the Democrats, that the two candi 
dates arc not running on their own merits or 
qualifications for the offire, but are the represen- 
tatives of the two parties, upholding certain an 
Ugonistic principles , we would still suppose that 
the only questions which can properly be intro- 
duced in the canvass are those which are now be 
fore the people, and not those which cannot pos 
sibly be revived even by legislators. It would 
be as reasonable to introduce the alien and eedi 
tion laws. or the eld court and new courtquestion, 
or the question of forcible separation from Vir- 
inia, or any other forgotten and extinct issue 
which divided t lie conservative party from the 
more radical in former days, into the present 
canvass, as it is to urge this resolution of 
M K'"e'- :!? a reason why he should not be elect 
ed Clerk of the Court of Appeals. 

But without discussing the propriety of bring- 
ing this forced issue be fore the people, let us see 
what are the merits of the resolutiou itself un 
dcr the attending circumstances. The State a 
few years before had gone largely in debt in or 
der to carry out a system of Internal Im 
provements. Several works of great im- 
portance to the development of the re- 
sources of the Commonwealth had been com 
mcnctd and contracts had been made for 
their completion. In the meantime a crash in 
monetary affairs came on. and, owing to the fail- 
ure of a number of banks, the financial affairs 
of Kentucky were in an extremely precarious 
condition. The State was iu debt beyond her 
ability to pay, and was almost on the' point of 
repudiating her debts, which she had rashly laid 
herself under, and of violating her contracts and 
of permitting the public works to remain in their 
unfinished an«i I coalition— thus, not 

only ruining the fair credit of the State, but 
losing the money which had already been ex 
peuded on Internal Improvements. At this time 
the Common School system was in its incipient v, 
and the benefits derived from it were more nom- 
inal than real. The taxation was voluntary with 
the several districts, which, by voting to tax 



obtain their respective portions of the school 

fund which amounted to $76,^00 annually.— 
Only about 4,000 children in the entire State 
were sent to the Common Schools, there to 
be taught by the most illiterate mountebanks 
that ever flourished a birchen rod. The 
teachers employed in the schools were utter- 
ly unfit for their high and responsible trust, and 
were worse than useless, since they brought the 
very name of teacher into disgrace. The entire 
system at that time was a most unmitigated stu 
pid humbug. The people scorned to send their 
children to the schools, deeming it almost a dis- 
grace to do so; but few of the district* availed 
themselves of the privilege of getting their slen- 
der portion of the school fund; and it is noto- 
erintendant retired in dis 
until Dr. Breckinridge t*>k 
hold of the matter, and by the unflagging ener- 
gies of his own great mind gave dignity to the 
office, and life and importance to the system, 
which he succeeded in revolutionizing. 

These were the circumstances. The State was 
already in debt for Internal Improvements, and her 
credit was at stake. The common school system 
at that time was no system at all, but was laugh- 
ed at as a mere Utopian scheme. At any rate, 
it was in its incipiencv and its further prosecution 
might have been postponed for a few years with- 
out serious injury. On the other hand the con 
tracts of the State had to be fulfilled at once, or 
the credit of the Commonwealth was gone almost 
beyond redemption. Bankruptcy and disgrace 
stared the Executive and the Legislature in the 
face. It was necessary to obtain the fund in 
some way. The school fund which was of no 
use applied to the scattered schools throughout 
the State, was sufficient to save the State's 
credit, and it was under these circumstances 
that Mr. McKee introduced his resolution.— 
His resolution was, in effect, merely to apply for 
a time the money which was wasted upon an ill 
arranged system of schools, from which the peo 
pie derived little or no benefit, to the sustaining 
of the honor of the State. 

But why do not Democratic papers which harp so 
jubilantly upon this resolution of McKee's and 
denounce him so fiercely for its introduction, — 
why do not these guardians of the interests of 
the children of the county , give the vote upon 
that resolution. Surely those who approved the 
resolution by voting for it are as bad as 
the author. In looking over the Journal of the 
House of Representatives, we find that among 
the twenty five members who voted for McKee's 
resolution were seven good Democrats, aud among 
the seven was Beverly L. Clarke, the late candi 
date of the Democratic party, for Governor, in 1855 
Why did not these sapient and watchful editors 
rinjr the changes on this issue against Clarke in 
1855? Does anv reasonable man suppose that 
any one of them would have refused to vote for 
Clarke on account of his support of this resolu 
tion? The Governorship is an office intimatelv 
connected with the policy of the State; the in- 
cumbent of that office has much to do in directing 
affairs, and may bring much influence to bear 
against the common school system. The Demo- 
cratic papers say that McKee's resolution struck at 
the very germ of enlightenment and of education 
in this State, and that the author must be now op- 
posed to the common school system. Yet these 
same editors cordially supported Clarke, who voted 
for McKee's resolution, for Governor — an office 
which has something to do with the common 
school fund. They had no hesitation in doing 
this, and yet they denounce unsparingly George 
R. McKee for the same offense, and declare on 
that account he is unfit for the Clerkship of the 
Court of Appeals-an office which has nothing to 
do with the common school system, one way or 
the other. What hypocrisy! 



(TTWe wish to ask our cotemporary of the 
Lexington Statesman a plain question and hope 
that he will answer it. We ask it with all due 
respect and courtesv. 

Does the editor of the Statesman believe that, 
if the people of Kansas should accept the public 
lands offered by Congress, and Kansas should be 
admitted under the Lecompton Constitution, they 
can legally change that Constitution before 1864? 

We haTe the right to ask the question, and the 
editor of the Statesman has the right to answer 
it or not, as he chooses. Kentuckians will await 
his reply with some interest.

Senate— Mr. Mason of Va., presented the cred 
entials of Hon. Thos.

The announcement of the death of Hon. Joshiah 
Evans, of South Carolina, was received, where 
upon the Senate adjourned. 

House — Mr. Clingman said he had the honor 
to receive a communication as a Senator from 
the Governor of North Carolina.

In severing his 
connection with gentlemen here, he begged leave 
to remark that during a service of a dozen years 
he may have given offense either by objecting to 
business out of order or by words in debate. In 
this he was actuated by no feelings of personal 
unkindness, but governed by a sense of public 
duty. He parted with his 'associates here in 
friendship and with many regrets. 

By general consent, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Stephens, the vote on the Minnesota bill was 
postponed till Tuesday. 

On motion of Mr. Bonham,the House adjourn- 
ed. No reason was stated for the adjournment, 
but it was in consequence of the death of Sena 
tor Evans, of South Carolina, who died suddenlv 
last night. He was in his seat in the Senate yes- 
terday apparently in good health.

Washington, May 4. 

An unpleasant affair has recently occurred 
here, which causes no little excitement in diplo- 
matic and fashionable circles. An attache of the 
Spanish Embassy has long been an admirer of 
the only daughter of a retired banker of Wash- 
ington—or, at least of the "beaux yeax de sa cos 
saile." The father, for reasons easily conjec- 
tured by all prudent parents, forbade the Spanish 
cavalier his house. The cavalier retired to his 
lodgings and wrote the banker a challenge, but 
could iind no one to deliver it. 

On Tuesday night last, the banker was dining 
with Mr. Slidell, who occupied the next house tj 
his own on Lafayette Square. While partaking 
of Mr. SlidelPs hospitality his servant came in 
and informed him that two persons were hangin nr 
about his house in a suspicious manner. 

The banker, whom we will call Mr. C, request 
ed his friend, Senator Bright, who was of the 
party, to accompany him, and proceeded, with 
that gentleman, to his own residence. As he en 
tercd the hall he met his daughter, and proceed- 
ing to the picture gallery, which was lighted 
only by the hall 1 amp which shone through the 
doorway, he found a man snugly esconsed under 
the piano forte. Seizing him by the collar he 
dragged him from his hiding place, and discover- 
ed him to be no less a personage than the Span 
ish attache! He discovered that the aforesaid 
Spaniard was armed with a six barreled re 
volvcr, which he took from him and then kicked 
him incontinently into the street. 



An English View of American Legislation. — 
The London Times thus caricatures the ruffian- 
ism of our Congress: 

"In Congress, on the other side of the great 
sea, our transatlantic cousins manage these mat- 
ters expeditiously. When a proposition is brought 
before the House of Representatives at Washing 
ton, any honorable gentleman to whom it mav 
be obnoxious may defeat it— 1st, by knocking 
down the proposer on the floor of the House; 2d, 
by 'lipping across the House with a friend and 
caning or cowhiding both the proposer or second 
er; 3d, by a rush of all the noes at all the veas, 
and a general "scrimmage;" 4th, by speaking 
against time to avoid an immediate decision, and, 
during adjournment, by pistoling or knifing, at 
the bar of an hotel, the proposer and all members 
who may seem disposed to lend him serious sup 
port. It is quite clear that, by this mixture of 
force and reason, quicker results arc obtained 
than by our own more wearisome forms."

Lecompton, speaks thus: 

Kansas is destined to continue in her territorial 
conJition for some years to come. In no sense 
of the phrase is she entitled to admission into 
the Union, and the only object of the Adminis 
traton if! urging the passage of the Kansas bill 
was to arrest the excitement which was agitat 
ing .he whole country, growing out of the Con 
test going on in Kansas as to whether it should 
be a free or a slave Slate That contest U over 
The Territorry is hopelessly freesoil. and her 
domestic institutions are settled. Hence, there 
is no longer the same necessity for her admis 
sion into the Union; and as she has neither the 
population nor moral position to entitle her to 
State soverignty, she will have to wait for a more 
convenient season to obtain an entree into the 
great family of States. 



IT A correspondent of the Richmond Dispatch, 
writing from Aspinwall, April 12, 1858, says: 

"Col. Kinney hasjust sailed from this port for 
Greytown with a large supply of stores, ammuni- 
tion, and men, in order to revolutionize the mis- 
erable, self-constituted English Government at 
that place.
